For the second time in three 
years and the second time in the 
lii.story nf the ^lirld a co-ed, 
Margaret Currie, won the Bovey 
.Shield. Stewarfl Bross came 
-econd and .loan MrFarlatie 
innic third in the finals in the 
Bovoy Shield contest which was 
hfld Fridity afternoon in the 
.Arts Building. The topic of the 
contest wa.« ''Re=olved that 
Canada *hoiild adopt compul- 
^•ory military trainins in time of 
peace. K. Lloyd Henderson, 
pre-ifient of the McGill Uniofi 
Dphatine .Society. wa= chair- 
man, while the judge.^ were Pro- 
fessor Humphreys of the Fac- 
ulty of Law, Profe^.'or George 
of the Engli.*ii Department, and 
Mr. Eugene Forsey of the Eco- 
nornic-- Department. 

Tne general argument of those 
who supported the negative fide 
was that training in peace time 
would involve large expenses in 
the way of salaries for the traini 
training equipment and so on. Tlii 
pointed out that insofar as main- 
taining an army was concerned, 
training was unnecessary since 
Canadians have volunteered admir- 
ably in the present conflict. An- 
other point in the argument was 
that "he who conquers by the sword 
will perish by the sword," citing 
the ancient Greeks and Romans as 
examples. 

Those who choose the affirmative 
stated tnat ve should have compul- 
sory military training in time of 
peace because "If we wish for.paae* 
we must prepare for war." They 
chose as an example the present 
war in which the fall o£ France 
was due more or less to their lack 
of preparedness. One of the ad- 
vantages of training ihey said was 
that it would result in a healthier 
nation since excellent physical rec- 
reation would be provided, they 
said. 

Margaret Currie speaking on the 
affirmative side quoted from the 
Boy Scout motto "Be Prepared.' 
She tried lo prove that Canada 
needs preparedness in peace 
and then went on to say that 'coS 
pulsory military training is the 
best form of preparedness and the 
best assurance of peace. 

Steward Bross also speaking on 
the affirmative said that a perman- 
ent result of compulsory military 
training would be a general, high 
standard of health among Canadi- 
ans. 

In giving their decision the judges 
said that while Mr. Bross's speech 
was as good as Margaret Currie't 
they would award the Shield to 
her because of her "appeal to an 
audience" and her "delightful 
touches of humour." 

Colonel Bovey, donor of the 
shield, presented it to the co-ed.

The First S.vniphony of >Toh«nne."i Brahms 
has proven it.«clf a long-lcrm favorite with 
Montreal Orchestra audiences duo to the .sym- 
pathetic and understanding treatment accorded 
this work by Dean Douglas Clarke. Yester- 
day's interpretation was no exception, provid- 
ing as it did. the feature of a program replete 
vkith prominent repertoire pieccî including: 
Bach's Brandenburg Concerto No. 2. the "Car- 
neval" Overture of .<nlonin Dvorak and 
Frederic Delius" "Walk to the Paradise Gar- 
dens.' 

Brahms' C Minor S.vmphony. though \\\>. 
first venture in this form. i.>; a work of mellow 
maturit.v. When the conipo."ier .^it down to 
write hif first s.vmphony he had behind him 
the two orchestral serenades and the Haydn 
Variation.^. These provided n testing ground 
for the Brahms idiom applied to symphonic 
form. The result was a towering monumental 
work: on a lofty intellectual plane, richly 
orchestrated and with thematic material of 
eoniummate bcautj-. complex^' interwoven to 
a polyphonic texture that had never been 
achieved before. 

Dean Clarke's reading was eminent !> suc- 
cessful. The men appeared well acquainted 
with the work and played it with sfli'Oir faire 
and eenUroUed vigour. 

The lavish opulence of Brahms' masterpiece 
was set forth sincerely, achieving a consist- 
ently splendid tonr from the full orchestra.

In the ease of the Woodward Student Co-op 
I'One man. ont vote— All profits reinvested") 
coca-cola is a democratic spirit, and it outsells 
un-coop^rative beer by four to one; for Inst 
year the thirteen student members of the co- 
operative group in Woodward Hall purchased 
over 1,000 cokes, according to George Herman 
'41, manager and founder of the co-op coke 
plan, who also revealed that during its first 
}*ea'r of operation the non-profit organizalion 

had rung up an unexpected surplus.

"We found after checking up the books 
iHerman is the bookkaeping department) that 

we had a profit of 111. The first thing we did 
was hold a meeting." 

Cokes for the 13 members are purchased 

from the Hanover Consumer Co-op for about 
three and a half cents. The cases are kept in 
the storeroom, a window ledge in Herm*n',i 
washroom, and are protected f^om the ele- 
ments and cotton-mouthed nightwalkers by an 
ingenious window device. Members sign for 
cokes and later pay six cent.s for each. The 
.surplus ROCS into the trensuiy. and Is used lor 
free cracker.^ and ortnsiunal beer parties. At 
the end of the year any profits arc redividcd. 

Herman upheld the co-op as a true demo- 
cratic institution. "Wc have meetings pretty 
often, and the tallows talk on anything they 
want. Each member hiis one vole." The hot- 
test debates (Herman presiding with an au- 
thoritarian wooden block) concern the kind 
of crackers the society will buy. 

"1 can't understand why fellows in other 
dorms don't do the same thing," Herman de- 
claredi slating that the co-op now has several 
members in off-campus houses and in other 
dorms. At the same time he denied any na- 
tional aspirations for the coke co-ops. 
"Paid by Moscow Gold" 

"We're really paid by Moscow gold." he said 
in a confidential tone. Then with a half 
guilty, half rescinding air he added Quickly: 
"I'm only kidding, you know; only kidding."

"THE RAMPARTS WE WATCH 
heading the bill at the Princess 
Theatre this week is important 
chiefly because it is the initial full 
length picture produced by the edi 
tors of the March of Time. ThL? 
fact comprises its chief virtue as 
well as its principal fault. 

It would probably be more 
charitable to discuss tlic positive 
points of "THE RAMPARTS WE 
WATCH" first.

It traces, more or 
less coherently, the events leading 
up to the American participation in 
the last World War. *This alone 
would have been well enough. 
However, interspersed with shots of 
the Kaiser reviewing his troop.s and 
President Wilson leading parades 
the episodic action of the plot takes 
place. The audience is expected to 
keep track of the reactions of a 
large number of characters, all re- 
presentative of various phases of 
American life. However charming 
typical Americans may be. their re- 
actions cannot seem anything but 
trivial and irrelevant and somehow 
irritating when these reactions in- 
terrupt the progress of an interest- 
ing if ever long, news review. 

In spile of these lap.ie.t. 'THE 
RAMPAR'l'.S WK WATCH ' is worth 
seeing. Below the flag waving, 
bugle blowing lioeus pocus there is 
a genuine seed of belief that the 
things that seem so pitifully neces- 
sary to do today are worth doing.
